THE MOUND 
BUILDERS 


By G. .Arthur Gray 

The following article is written 
entirely from personal experience. 
Perhaps it is not necessary to say 
that a.s no writter on this subject 
has any data to quote from. 

Probably no race of beings has 
caused so much mystery as the | 
Mound Builders. How 4ind from 
where they came will never be 
known. The same reasoning may 
be used of their laparture. !

Indians, but all Indians have a 
tribe name, while the Mound 
Builders were newer known as a 
tribe. 

First traces of them were found 
in the extreme southwestern part 
of New York state.

Mr. Robertson, confirming many 
of the points alreatly made. You 
can’t improve on nature, he said. 
The thing to do is to study na¬ 
ture’s ways and to make the most 
of them. Here we have a womler- 
ful opportunity to give plant life 
tile best chance in the world. 
Within a radius of twenty miles 
it is possible to raise every plant 
that can be grown in a temperate 
zone, often better than they grow 
in their native habitat. It is 
therefore important to study ev¬ 
erything that can be raised to 
advantage here ami find things to 
supply present deficiencies. For 
instance, it is desirable to find 
shrubs on wtiich live stock can 
browse, and which will be drouth 
resistant and not inllammable for 
mountain areas. Development of 
hardy citrus stuck, rubber develop¬ 
ment and more suitable eucalyp¬ 
tus stuck are other inviting fields. 
Proper study of things are of in¬ 
estimable value in their protection 
to the public. Millions of dollars 
of the public’s money have been 
squandered in attempts to do 
something with the blue gum, irn- 
porteil from the swamps of Tas¬ 
mania to this semi-arid climate. 
Other plant.s have been introduced 
to this climate from foreign coun-

000 to $25,000.

generously assi.st in preventing 
rickets in children. 

The iron iloor i.s wisely sup¬ 
plied by nature in the very young. 
•At birth the child has enough iron 
stored in its body to last almost 
a year. It is best to resort again 
to the gartlen for green leafy 
vegetables such as spinach or 
roots such as carrots. Juice from 
their cooking ,also prune juice and 
orange juice will strengthen the 
milk supply of iron. Small quan¬ 
tities of egg yolk and well pre- 
paieil liver (stewed not fried) are 
good braces for the child’s iron 
door. 

The house that milk built is the 
best for the whole family playing 
the health game. One pint of 
milk a day fur adults and older 
children arnl one quart for the 
young children are primary rules 
of the game.

“The house that milk built,” 
says Dr. Mary Swartz Rose of 
Columbia University, “ i.s com¬ 
plete except for one *loor, the iron 
door.” 

Even so, it is the safest hou.se 
for the family to live in, especiallj 
for the child in his ^irly years. 
Its walls are strong with calcium 
and phosphorous, which builds 
strong bones and sound teeth. The 
floor is well laid with the most 
depemlable growing material for 
the child and the best repair ma¬ 
terial for the adult. These are the 
milk proteins. .Ami the most im¬ 
portant one is seen in the soft 
curds anil cheeses. 

A house needs windows to let 
in the fresh air and sunshine. 
They are necessary to promote 
growth ami protect from illne.ss. 
The fiouse of milk has four win- 
ilows, two large ones. Vitamin .A 
and Vitamin B; two small ones. 
Vitamin C and Vitamin D. Vita¬ 
min A protects the body from a 
definite eye disease. Vitamin 
B stimulates growth and protects 
the body from a deficiency disease 
l>eri-beri. 'I’he Vitamin C window 
can be enlargeil by going into the 
ganlen and bringings in potatoes, 
tomatoes, green leafy vegetables 
and citrus fruits. This vitamin 
protects the body from the ili.sea.se 
scurvy. The Vitamin D window 
will open smoothly if coil liver oil 
is applied to its hinges. It will 
then open wiile and let in the sun¬ 
shine. Milk has a little of this 
anti-rachitic vitamin. Hut coil
